ItETisrao Tax Dcplicates. The Board
of Revision closed the hearing of general ap-
peals from tax-paye- re yesterday, and will com-

the past three weeks. The Board have affordedevery facility to real-estat- e owners to ascertain
the valuation of their property as returned by
the Assessors; and since tney commenced theirlabors, those who have purchased property
during the present year had the opportunity ofhaving their own names placed upon the book9,
and also tn having divisions of property made,
and thereby save the duplicating of assessments,
which frequently occurred under the old sys-
tem. The attention of the Board has also
been directed to the assessment ot rural pro-
